Tolegraphie information has reached 
here to the effect thae Chinese at Tientein 
have unexpectedly juined in the boycotting 
movenient in the South. The telegrams 
to the Setf-Government Society state that 
already threo firny havo had their Japanese 
goods, inclading n . tnrgo quantity of 
Japanese tea, destroyed by fire, 

Tho destrtiction by fire of Japanese goods 
which was first utarted by the Society hero 
sevens to have been copied by many p. zos 
in this neighbourhood. 

The present boycott appears to have 
become of ageneml character. Far distant 
Pakhoi has wired Teproving the Society 
for riot ndvising thom of the movement 
until thoy learned of it frum the Papers! 
They did not, thoy said, Inck in patriotism 
and would show the Canton peaple what 
they could do, 

A worchant when asked as to how 
long the boycott will last, said that 

so many people ture joined in from 
almost every part of the world quite will 
ingly that it seems uncertain when it will 
end. This boycott, he continued, is quite 
of a different chatncter from that which 
was directed againat Americn. Tho fact is 
that the boycott against America was 
mainly for those who were connected coms
